Plans Will Be Presented 
At Tuesday Night Meet

Revised development plans of the Upper Hastings Ranch will 
be presented to the City Council at its meeting next Tuesday. It 
was learned this week. 

L. H. Boyer, on official of the Junior Realty Company which 
owns and plans to develop the Upper Hastings, announced that 
to meet suggestions of the 
Council members changes in 
street layouts have been made. 

Last week the firm formally 
proposed to the City Council 
that it consider annexation of 
200 acres of the Upper Hast¬ 
ings. 

Since then, however, street 
changes have been made to 
provide for the continuation of 
Sierra Madre boulevard on the 
north side of the Pacific Elec¬ 
tric tracks, a layout which 
would elimin ate, eventually, 
the present sharp turn at Mich- 
illlnda avenue and Sierra Ma¬ 
dre boulevard. 

The new plans also call for 
less then 900 homes on the 200 
acre tract. Originally, under 
the proposal made to the city, 
there were to hove been 931. 

Boyer said that the develop-' 
ment would also attempt to in¬ 
corporate a plan which calls 
for establishing a semi-private 
golf course to the west and to 
the north of the tract. 

“We were prepared to submit 
similar annexation proposals to 
both Pasadena and Sierra Ma¬ 
dre,” Boyer said. “But any ne¬ 
gotiations with Pasadena have 
been held In abeyance because 
of the interest shown by Sier¬ 
ra Madre.” 

Boyer pointed out that water 
would have to be forthcoming 
from either city to supply the 
tract. This, however, he said, 
would be no problem for Pasa¬ 
dena, because it has available 
facilities of the Metropolitan 
Water District. 

It has been pointed out that 
water from Sierra Madre would 
now be available because of 
the s t a t e-approved diversion 
from the Big Santa Anita. 

He estimated that the ass¬ 
essed valuation of the tract 
probably would run as high as 
$3,500,000—this amount being 
approximately 40 per cent of 
the total cost. 

As for the size of the houses 
to be put on the tract, Boyer 
said, “We will make a survey 
before deciding—^we will want

But I know of nothing—excepting armed 
force—that will holt the tide of Russian Communism in the 
World." 

This statement was mode by Baptist Minister Charles W. Sing¬ 
er of Latvia, He and his family 
ore the first Displaced Persons 
to arrive in Sierra Madre, They 
are sponsored by, and living 
with Dr. G. W. Groth, 223 San¬ 
ta Anita Court. 

The Rev. Singer, who arrived 
in this city two weeks ago, 
spent four years in DP camps 
at Esselingen, near Stuttgart, 

Germany. 

He declared that both Ger¬ 
man Nazis and Russian Com¬ 
munists are alike—but if he 
had to choose, the Communists 
are the most cruel and dan¬ 
gerous. 

Under Russian domination 
before Germany and Russia 
split their alliance, Lativans 
were promised religious free¬ 
dom. 

“But everything of a religi¬ 
ous nature—even down to Com¬ 
munion cups and hymn books 
—was nationalized, and 
churches had to rent these 
items from the state,” the Rev. 

Singer stated. “The rent on 
this equipment was so high 
that only two or three churches 
could continue services. 

"It was an almost successful 
attempt to completely stamp 
out religion in Latvia,” he 
said. 

Red spies were present at 
every church meeting, and any 
open complaints were “dealt 
with” by the Communist state. 

Speaking of the many atro¬ 
cities committed against his 
people, the Baptist minister’s 
face became grim. 

He related how, on the night 
of June 13, 1941, Communist 
imprisonments reached their 
climax. On the morning of the 
14th, Rod officials announced 
that 30,000 citizens of Latvia 
had been “camped out” to work 
prisons in Siberia during the 
previous night. 

It was later learned, how¬ 
ever, that all these persons— 
men, women, and children— 
had been slaughtered, and the 
bodies hidden in a common 
grave in a nearby forest. 

Pastor Singer described the 
inf a m o u s “shooting stands,” 
which are tiny cells with sur¬ 
rounding canvas curtains and 
a sloping floor. 

“Blood from executed Latvi¬ 
ans can easily be washed from 
the canvas or washed through 
a drain at the end of the slop¬ 
ing floor,” he explained. 

When the onrushing German 
army forced the Russians to 
fall back to Leningrad, Rev. 

Singer said he wept with joy

among the parents in the As¬ 
sociation to direct volunteer 
solicitors in the house-to-house 
canvass which will begin next 
week. 

Figures compiled at the be¬ 
ginning of this week reveal 
that $2500 of the $8000 goal 
has been either pledged or re¬ 
ceived. According to terms of 
an agreement with the city, 
two-thirds of the goal must be 
raised by Oct. 1, before ground 
may be broken for the new 
Nursery School. 

The City Council recently ap¬ 
proved a contract with the As¬ 
sociation, authorizing it to 
build the structure on the 
southeast corner of the city- 
owned water land on East Si¬ 
erra Madre boulevard. 

Mrs. White said that parents 
in the Association are showing 
“their great faith in the Com¬ 
munity Nursery School in mak¬ 
ing contributions at great sac¬ 
rifices to themselves, in order 
to Insure the continuation of 
a community pre-school proj¬ 
ect in Sierra Madre.” 

“Most parents cannot afford 
private nursery schools,” Mrs.
